The line’s traditionally styled casual and career wear are 
original designs tailored to fit the active lifestyle of wheelchair 
users. They are available through a direct mail catalog recent- 
ly distributed nationwide to 450,000 men and women with 
disabilities and their families. The current catalog features 
over 75 items. 

Without the use of leg muscles or with weakened waist and 
arm muscles, getting dressed can be tedious. Regularly cut 
clothing can also pose obstacles if the wearer has orthopedic 
braces or must use the bathroom. And conventional clothing 
often doesn’t fit properly on people who spend their days 
sitting. Jackets are too long and too binding when propelling 
a wheelchair. Slacks are too short and pockets are out of 
reach. Avenues was conceived to meet what were perceived 
to be largely unmet basic needs. 

The decision by Everest & Jennings, currently the world’s 
largest wheelchair producer, to launch a catalog clothing line ~ 
was based on the disability community’s long search for 
fashionable clothing that makes dressing and taking care of 
personal needs more convenient. 

Clothing for wheelchair users has been offered by regional 
companies for many years, but Everest & Jennings is the first 
major firm to enter the market.
